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History of the School 


ENG OME people take it for granted that there has always been a “Tech.” 


SK) ‘44 It would seem so, so well is it organized ; but as a matter of fact, Tech 
24 is a young school. Until 1901 it was a part of old Central, when it 
became necessary for Washington to haye a separate Manual Training High 
School. Accordingly, “Tech” was built. 

Since 1901 the school has by no means stood still. The original “Tech” 
took what is now the Book Exchange, and was bounded on the east by room 
112. The original enrollment was 260 pupils. Since that time four additions 
have been made, until the school is as we know it today. It has grown from 
an institution of a few rooms into one of the best high schools in Washington. 
Tt now has 1,533 pupils enrolled. 

But in order to uphold her splendid name and reputation, Tech must have 
more room for classes and gymnastics, a new assembly hall, and a stadium. 
She cannot be expected to compete successfully with her rivals in any way 
unless she is given the same facilities and chances that they have. To achieve 
this end, the Greater Tech Committee was appointed by Mr. Daniel to strive 


for a bigger and greater Tech. This committee has succeeded to the extent 


that an appropriation has been made by Congress to purchase a site for the 
building. 

Tech was organized and has remained primarily a technical high school. 
Its shop courses are as varied and its shops as well equipped as any in the 
country. While thus emphasizing the manual work, McKinley has an enviable 
reputation as among the best secondary schools for the excellence of its in- 
struction in academic and scientific subjects. This is demonstrated by the high 
rank of its students in adyanced institutions
